Shingle, Hawaiian commissioner to tbe 
Omaha exposition, has recently been 
spending a few days in this city. While 
hero the writer asked him sape questions 
about the probable opeuingete'tbe islands 
for men of moderate means/and those en- 
tirely without money.

With regard to the latter,' Mr. Shingle 


offered no enoourafrement*Vhatever, say- 
ing they could not posoiuij go to a more 
unsatisfactory place. There ia nothing it 
Hawaii for the ordinary tvnfi* aaan out of 
work and lacking in cash. In Mr. Shin- 
gle's judgment, coffoe'cul^pro will be tbo 
salvation of the man of ijjpderate means 
in Hawaii. 


Caoli Seeded For CoffiijjP. Growing. 
"But it must not be uiflirstood," said 


Mr. Shingle, 'that coffee oJB^be grown by 
a man entirely without Capital. That 
would be far from the traK. I have re- 
cently received a letter froJfeC. L. Wight, 
the acknowledged coffee e^&rt in Hawaii, 
in which be Bays that tbe opt of bringing 
a coffee plantation into ilia-ing is about 
$150 an acre. This does not include prioi 
of land or interest, expewe of manage 
ment or living of the planter. Cost oi 
tools and labor is, Jiowefpr, included in 
this estimate. 


"Coffee trees are ready tijbear four years 


after, planted. Jfbey will Mb yield about 
1,000 pounds t<! the acre, |p* is estimated 
to cost from 7 to 10 cents Monnd to niev 
coffee in the islands, evei jjflug included, 
and Jay it down at SaM^rancisoo, the 
great coffee market for Hawaii 
The go- 


ing price for Hawaiian cMJjbein gan Fran- 
cisco-is now about IS cent a pound, the 
profit to planters beiugfiey, 5 oantg a 
pound, and the demand Miseod, Hawaiian 
coffee being considered eljpE to the best 
Guatemalan article, whi|| is the world's 
leading variety. 


"It is expected that ffaraiian coffee 
will soon drop in price,;**/, to IS cents, 
and thus reduce tbe proflteof thagrowers, 
but a sharp subsequenifilm is alsoez- 
'pected. There are plentyg&jOheap coffees, 
such as Rio and Santos, that sell for 6 and 
7*4 cents, but their quality 10 so inferior 
that Hawaiian growers aever need fear 
competition from them. 
" Tbe first cost of land -field by private 


parties that is suitable forjgrowing coffee 
ranges from $3 to $5 an acre. Government 
lands range from $6 to $10. At tbe pres- 
ent time there is practically no-such land 
for sale, all that has been surveyed having 
been ta^en up. A government survey is 
in progress, however, and it will probably 
be completed in about six'montbs. Much 
of this land lies at some distance from 
schools, churches, etc., and out of the beat- 
en tracks of travel. 


"A fair dwelling for ji family of five 


persons a* a be put -ap^n Hawaii forirom 
$1,500 to $2,000. A 12 by 14 two story 
house, with veranda and 1,000 gallon wa- 
ter tank, rough board sheathing, white- 
washed and iron roof, can be put up for 
(200. A family of five persons can live in 
Hawaii for $50 a month, providing a cow 
and poultry are kept, though not luxuri- 
ously. It will cost $150 to move such a 
family from any part of Hawaii -to the 
coffee districts. This includes passage mon- 
ey. Such crops as corn, Irish potatoes, 
etc., can be grown between the rows of 
young coffee trees tbe first two years, but 
there is some danger to these crops from 
the cutworm. There is a ready sale in Ha- 
waii for corn, potatoes and in fact all or- 
dinary vegetable crops. Just how great a 
range of vegetable productions is possible 
in Hawaii is yet unknown, however, and 
it would not be well to expect too much 
in tbis direction. 


"In Mr. Wight's opinion a practical oof- 


fee farmer, with a wife not afraid to work, 
might got a plantation of, say, ten acres es- 
tablished by tbe time $2,000 had been ex- 
pended, but he wouldn't advise an inexpe- 
rienced man to try the coffee planting ex- 
periment in Hawaii on less than $5,000. 
Once a plantation of coffee trees is in 
bearing it is good for from 85 to 50 years 
of productiveness without much more at- 
tention each season than must be paid to 
a peach orchard in tho wsy of stirring up 
tho ground, pruning the trees, etc. .T. M. 
Homer, Judge Barnard and Feter Peck, 
all practical coffee men, substantiate alJ 
that Wight jays in bis letter. 


Experience Needed Also. 


"Government 
Land 
Commissioner 


Brown suggests to any one who may think 
of coffee planting in Hawaii that a coin 
petent man be employed first to select the 
land and afterward to put out the trees 
and look after them. Mr. Brown would 
not advise a prospective coffee planter to 
take bis faintly to Hawaii until after the 
trees aro fairly in bearing. A competent 
man will charge $2 for selecting the land 
and about $25 an acre for managing for 
the first four years. Two hundred dollars 
an acre would be a fair outside price to 
pay for tbe entire fourjears. That would 
include buildings and fences. Items of 
primal cost, according no Mr. Brawn, 
would include $25 an acre to fell the for- 
est, leaving the trees in rows, $8 an acre 
for good nursery plants, $5 an acre for 
planting, $60 an acre for weeding the first 
four years, $JO an aoie for fencing and la- 
borers' quarters. These, with tho super- 
intendence, a first cost of $85 an acre and 
8 per cent interest, will complete the $200. 
Tbis estimate is apparently higher than 
Mr. Wight's, but aa it includes everything 
except tbo cost of living till the trees aw 
la bearing it is really about the same. 
Borne coffee plantations havobeen brought 
to maturity at a cost as low as 8100 an 
acre. Others, through blunders, have oost 
as high as $400.

ftory of an Eccentric Woman In 


Porto Rico. 


An officer of the Forty-seventh New 


York regiment, stationed at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, says in a letter to his moth- 
er in Brooklyn: 


"Sergeant Robertson of onra snared 


R very pretty bird in the woods before 
San Juan recently. He had been asked 
by a relative of his in Cincinnati to 
send him as many specimens of Porto 
Bican birds as he conld get, and it was 
while pursning his friendly <Jnty that 
he captured one like an oriole. On tak- 
ing the bird from the snare the sergeant 
was surprised to find attached to one of 
its legs by a string a bit of pasteboard 
on which was written in Spanish, 'Of 
your charity pray for the soul of Julie 
Valdez.' 


"This little episode excited a good deal 


of talk in the barracks, and Sergeant 
Robertson, in order to satisfy pnblic cu- 
riosity, made inquiries as to the identity 
of Julie Yaldez in San Juan. Owing to 
his ignorance of Spanish he was not 
successful until he fell in with Senor 
Printos, who speaks English fairly well 
and was connected with the city's po- 
lice department under the Spanish re- 
gime. 
" 'I was well acquainted with Jnfie 


Valdez,' said Senor Printos, 'and conld 
tell yon many stories about her eccen- 
tricities. I know all about that bird 
affair. Jnlie died last year and closed a 
checkered career in-—for her—a manner 
natural enough.,. She was not a bad sort 
of woman by any 'means, and certainly 
was very charitable.

1 r arital affairs have bronght him so con- 
) spicnously before the public during the 


past year or two, has recently executed 
a deed conveying a dwelling and three 
acres of land near Pinckard, Woodford 
county, to his former child wife, now 
Mrs. Riley Brock, that is one of the 
most peculiar instruments of writing 
ever filed in the Wocdford county conrt. 
It was recorded at Versailles Feb. 8, 
and reads in part as follows: 


"For and in consideration of $1 cash 


In hand, paid by Dora Brock, receipt of 
which is hereby acknowledged, and the 
further consideration of the fact that 
the grantee, Dora Brock, was not award- 
ed alimony by Judge Scott upon the

ground that this grantor was expected 
to make ample provision for her sup- 
port, I, Cassius M. Clay, have this day 
bargained and sold and by these presents 
do grant, bargain and sell, alien and 
convey into the "said Dora Brock; ol 
Woodford county, Ky.. all that tract," 
etc. 


"This deed is based upon the further 


consideration that (he said Dora Brock 
shall be allowed the fnll nse of the afore- 
said property during her natural life, 
end will it afterward only to heirs cf 
her body, or to her bnsband, Riley 
Brock, and his blood kin, or to her 
friends, but it is expressly ordered that 
no person whatever related to Dora 
Brock by blood or marriage connection, 
or related to this grantor by blood or 
mairiage connection, shall ever own or 
enjoy any property, real or phonal, 
here given or ownec1 by Dora Brock, and 
all such named property in violation of 
this order shall be forfeited to the coun- 
ties of Madison and Woodford, Ey., as 
the case may be—one half to the in- 
formers and tbe other half to tbe poor 
of said counties fcreier." 


The property mentioned in this deed 


was purchased by General Clay for Dora 
Richardson just after she secured a'di- 
vorce from him last September, and

HGKLE FORTUNE.

Tbere are few things with wbiob to- 


taance is more closely connected (ban 
tbe (distribution of lottery prizes, and 
tbere can be no doubt tbat we Britons 
are all tbe better1 off because of tbe ille- 
gality of folding lotteries in tbe United 
Kingdom. 
A big lottery mnac disap- 


point hundreds of thousands while it 
enriches one winner, wbo often finds 
tbat bis hastily acquired wealtb results 
in doing him more; harm than good. 


A snort lime ago tbe first prize in 


one of tbe Italian state lotteries, which 
emomited to some £8,000, fell to a 
peasant wbo, witb bis wife, bad actually 
died of starvation within a few honrs 
of tbo drawing of tbe prize. 


Owing to a dream in which a peasant 


.bid the presentiment tbat a certain 
number wonld be on the ticket which 
would 
wiii 
the splendid prize, he 


ecrnpcd all bis money togutber and pur- 
chased not tbe ticket he wanted, be- 
cause it was already sold, bnt one which 
bore the same nnmerals, differently ar- 
ranged 
Then be and his wife fell on 


desperately bard times, which eventual- 
ly closed npon them in dcatb from sheer 
starvation, for be bad tried and failed 
to sell bis lottery chance, wbicb was 
tbe last thing left to him. 


When the drawing came on, he won 


tbe firn prize of £8.000, but as be was 
dead and no nest of kin ronld be discov- 
ered tbe prize was raffled for again, 
when it fell to swell tbe purse of an, 
Italian banker wbo already was pos 
sensed of vast wealth. 


A German lady living in Brunswick 


bad a fancy that a certain ticket wonld 
win a prize in a lottery in wbicb tbe 
first prize was £15,000. It may seam 
strange, bat it is vcncbed for ae being 
perfectly trne, tbat she so altered ber 
opinion as to tbe chances ol' her ticket 
winning a prize tbat she bartered it 
away for a new bat from ber milliner 
witbin a few days of baving purchased 
it. - 


This was a melancholy exception to 


tbe rale tbat "second thoughts are al- 
ways best." Tbe ticket wbicb she bad 
exchanged for a bat, possibly worth a 
couple of guineas, succeeded in captur- 
ing tbe first prize of £15,000, and tbe 
milliner, wbo considered be bad ran 
bis risks, absolutely refused to palliate 
bis customer's bitter disappointment by 
anything beyond the payment of a few 
pounds, which were dragged from him 
by hollow threats of legal action. 


On one occasion the first prize in an 


Italian lottery, amounting to nearly 
£5.000, fell to a man wbo bad died 
three days before the rafik, the second 
prize of £2,000 fell to a lady wbo bad 
sold ber .lucky ticket at tbe eleventh 
bonr, aud tbe third prize of £1,000 to a 
private soldier wbo, on bearing of his 
good fortune, drank himself mad and 
then committed suicide. For want of 
claimants wbo conld establish their 
claims satisfactorily, tbe first and third 
prizes were again raffled for, and this 
time they both fell to the same person 
•—tbe owner of one of tbe largest pri- 
vate estates in Austria, who was quite 
indifferent about tbe addition to bis al- 
ready buge fortune. 


Eilly snperstitions play an important 


part in the buying and selling of lottery 
tickets, aud it is no uncommon thing 
for a person wbo fancies a certain n am- 
ber to buy it at a price equal to httn- 
dreds of times its original cost, arid 
many cf those who indulge in this kind 
of speculation witb tbe fixed idea of 
gain generally discover that it is an 
expensive game. 


A German banker conceived tbe idea 


tbat the first prize in a certain lottery 
wonld fall to tbe holder of a ticket on 
wbicb the figure three stood either alone 
or witli others.

SchlcrJitiL'a Boats For Chinese 


Claim Speed Record cf 30 Knots. 
The torpedo boat destroyers Irailt by 


Schichau of 'Elbing for the imperial 
Chinese navy, with their complete out- 
fit and 25 tons of coal on board, are re- 
ported by Mr- Schicbau to have steam- 
ed 85.2 knots over the measured course 
of 18>£ sea milej, and with 67 tons of 
coal (i. e,. full bunkers) 83.0 knots. 
The trial took place in open sea, be- 
tween the lighthouse tower at Pillan 
and that at Brusterort. The weather 
was sometimes very windy and on some 
trials was even of force 5. The dis- 
tance between the two lights is ISJ^ 
miles, and the course was steered by the 
compass. The course, be states in his 
letter to us. was covered in 82 minutes 
80 seconds, and on one occasion even in 
81 minutes 15 seconda 


The maximum speed mentioned is 


86.7 knots, but it is not stated whether 
the 35.2 knots, already indicated, is the 
tuean of the runs over the course. All 
the four torpedo boat destroyers are 
said to have made this speed easily, 
without any effort and without hard 
work on the part of the stokers. The air 
pressure was 40 to 45 millimeters, equal 
to 1.58 inch to 1.77 inch on the water 
gauge. The contract speed was 83 knots. 
With natural oraft the boats made 
between 30 and 31 knots with 67 tons 
of coal on board and with a large sup- 
ply of water to give a radius of action 
of 5,000 sea miles. With the same load 
on board, and with forced draft, the 
mean speed on a trial of "several 
hours' " duration was, we are informed, 
88.6 knots. 


The destroyers are 69 meters long 


(193 feet 6% inches), the beam is 6.4 
meters (29 feet) and the displacement 
280 tons. The engines develop 6,000 in- 
dicated horsepower.—Engineering,

"to be honorably rid of the Philippines 
than to pay $20,000,000 for them. 1 wish 
briefly to state my reasons for voting 
for this appropriation." There's the 
rub. How are we to get rid of them 
honorably. It is easy to talk about, but 
it isn't easy to do it Still there may 
be a discipline in the responsibility 
which has crowded upon us that will 
be worth more than $20,000,000. 


Mr. GiUett is getting away fr-om some 


apron strings when he talks like this: 
"I have entire confidence in the high 
purpose and patriotism of the adminis- 
tration, and although I have not ap- 
proved its recent policy of ratifying the 
treaty without any declaration of Our 
future intentions, yet that issue is now 
past—the future 
will determine 
its 


wisdom." It must be remembered that 
Mr. Gillett is a Springfield man. But 
he makes a mistake, it seems to us, 
when he says we were under no obr 
ligations 
to 
the 
islands 
of 
the 


Philippine group which we had not cap- 
tured or invaded. "They could easily 
be Ignored," he says. That is wrong. 
We destroyed the power that was their ! 
projector—such protector aa Spain was 
—and our ^obligation was to establish 
something in its stead. 


Here is half a paragraph of the con- 


gressman's speech that is worth con- 
sidering: "It will be difficult to main- 
tain a pure government at'such a d.s- 
tance, without the restraining influence 
of an alert press and a forceful public 
opinion and a general publicity such as < 
obtains here. 
And I fear that the 


habitual denial of the equality of men 
and the consent of the governed which 
will be necessary there will react here f 
at home, arid may tend to make us less 
mindful of these fundamental bulwarks 
of our strength."' What want of faith 
in the American people, a part of whom 
had the good sense to choose the able 
Mr. 'tiillett to represent them. The 
recognition of the equality of men, in 
tbe practical sense of that term, is a 
growth of which the declaration of in- 
dependence and the constitution of the 
United States are but foliage and there- 
is no possibility of uprooting it from 
the institutions of men.

Isn't the strongest thing in the world. ; 


"If we should ever dosire to separate

Today's advices are 
to the effect that the United States 
troops are moving toward Malabon, the 
headquarters of Aguinaldo. and it is 
likely that the next fight will take 
place there unless Miller makes a move 
to land at Iloilo. From Malabon to 
Malalos is the plan of the American 
army, and these two strongholds In 
the possession of the Americans the, 
leaders of the Filipinos may be ready 
to admit that they are working by the 
wrong method. We had expected to 
hear .much denunciation of the attack 
on Malabon from the anti-adminis- 
tration press, but they are a little 
saner than one had reason to judge 
from their recent ravings. Probably 
they see that a cause? which would al- 
low the Filipinos to concentrate at a 
point and fortify their position, bring- 
ingabout a repetition of Santiago, would 
not be'acceptable to the American peo- 
ple. The people will not put up with 
a temporizing that will cost 
many 


lives of American soldiers. The re- 
fractory element In the Philippines, the 
element that wants power and will not 
listen to reason, must be taught to 
understand the foolishness 
of their

1735—Daniel Boone, the famous Ken- 


tucky pioneer and fighter, born in 
Bucks county, Pa.; died in Missouri 
1820. 


1813—Alexander 
Hamilton 
Stephens, 


celebrated 
American 
states- 


man, vice president of the Confed- 
eracy, born near Crawfordsville, { 
Ga., died 1883. Stephens was one of 
the moral heroes of the war be- 
tween the states. He opposed se- 
cession in 1860; but, his state hav- 
ing decided to go out, he entered 
the ranks and was elected vice- 
president of the Confederacy. After 
the war he served in congress and 
became governor of Georgia in 1882.

Once there were genuine sea serpents, 
i 


or at least ibere were foiiaa of reptile 
life that *right have served every pur- 
pose of sea serpents conld they have 
been perpetuated to the present time. 
Any one who has doubts on the subject 
may have bte doubts removed by visit- 
ing the museum of the University of 
Iowa, for the Davenport Alumni asso- 
ciation recently presented to this insti- 
tution one of the moat interesting and 
complete skeletons of these old fashion- 
ed lizard serpents so far discovered. In 
times gone by a shallow sen stood over 
western Kansas, and in this sea num- 
berless lithe bodied, serpentlike crea- 
tures disported themselves or savagely 
fought each other in the ever recurring 
conflicts that animals wage for food. 
The forms in question had each tbe 
elongated, flexible body and the forked 
protrnsibln tongne of the serpent. Tho 
body furthermore was covered with 
scales. But unlike serpents, these crea- 
tures bad limbs. The limbs were too 
weak to be of use in terrestrial locomo- 
tion, bnt, being modified into paddles, 
they served effectively as organs of pro- 
pulaion in the sea. 


Mosasaurs is the name science gives 


to 'these strange reptiles. They are not 
serpents, but are in reality lizards of 
enakclike proportions and gigantic size. 
Tbe larger individuals measured 45 
feet in length, large enough to satisfy 
the moat imaginative dweller at our i 
fashionable seaside summer resorts. The ' 
more common dimensions met with, 
however, range from 15 to 80 feet. Very 
seldom are the skeletons perfect They 
were usually dismembered, and tbe 
bones were more or leas scattered by 
various agents before they were com- 
pletely covered and protected by the ac- 
cumulating ooce of tbe sea bottom.

WAYS OF COOKING FISH. 
(By Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln.) 


Boilinc is » common but not attractive 


Way at cooking flsh. 


Except for salmon, or a thick piece of 


halibut or other very large flsh, it is a 
wasteful and unpalatable method. To 
feroll or fry flsh is not always convenient 
Possibly this method of stewing flsh 
may be new to some of our readers. It 
is suitable for a small cod, haddock, 
pickerel, bass, or any dry white flsh. By 
dry and white. I mean a flsh that, has no 
oily dark flesh, like that of mackerel, 
blue fish, etc., for the oil is all in the 
liver instead of among the muscles. 


It always pays to be sure that such a 


fish is free from bones and skin, and 
yet one does not care to waste the good 
material that adheres to them. There- 
fore always remove the akin and bones 
first, break them up and cover them 
(and 
the head also if you have a whola 


flsh). with cold water. Let them simmer 
for an hour or until the bones are clean. 
It you like the flavor of on ions—they are ' 
usually well suited to flsh—slice and 
ecald two small onions, drain and brown 
them slightly in a little »alt pork fat, | 
and then pour all into the kettle with I 
tbe bones. 
| 


While the bones are boiling cut the 


fish into two-inch pieces, season with 
ealt vfld pepper, put them into a rt«w- 
pan in which Is one tablespoon of lemon 
Juice and one tablespoon of butter melt- 
ing, cook them a few minutes at a very 
moderate heat, turning them over until 
well buttered, but do not let them fry. 
Strain the boiling bone water over the 
flsh using only enough to cover well. : 
These proportions are for three or four j 
pound* of 
flsh. 
j 


Cook one heaped tablespoon of butter 


and two heaped tablespoons of flour to- 
gether till blended, add them to the stew 
when belling-, and mix well. Simmer 
15 minutes, add more salt and pepper if 
needed, and one tablespoon chopped 
parsley and good table sauce or any pre- 
ferred catsup. Dish and serve without 
breaking the flsh. 


Halibut is a dry, white flsh, and often 


is road* more dry by the way it is baked. 
Select a thick piece from below the mid- 
dle for' baking. This gives you a uni- 
form pieces each side of the bone. 


It is desirable to keep the akin on to 


preserve the shape in cooking, hut it 
should be scraped well, and the black 
skin if dipped IB boiling water ivlll near- 
ly all scrape off. 


ITALIAN CHEESE. 


Chop one pound of veal, one and a. half 


pounds of calf's liver and hair a, pound of 
ham, all uncooked. Before chopping the 
liver, cover it wlflh boiling watar for five 
minutes and dry it. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls chopped parsley, one teaspoonful of 
salt, half teaspoonful pepp-jr, a dash of 
cayenne, half a'teaspoonful of powdered 
sage and one small grated onion. Mix 
well. Grease a plain mould well with 
butter, press the meat tightly into it, 
cover and steam or boil three house. 
When the lid is removed, you will flnld 
that the meat has shrunk, leaving an 
Inch of space partly filled with liquid, 
carefully remove this liquid, put it into 
a saucepan on the fire, add to it one- 
fourth of a box of gelatine (which should 
have been covered with cold water and 
soaked half an nour). and sufficient wat- 
er to fill the space and cover the meat. 
Stir until the gelatine is dissolved, add 
salt and pepper to taste, pour back into 
the mould around the "cheese," and set 
away to cool. Turn out of the mould, 
when cold, and cut In thin slices. If 
properly made the meat should be en- 
cased in jelly.

Wash thoroughly four ' '••'espoonfula 


if rice and put in a doub ^ boiler with 
rw« quarts of boiling water; cook slow- 
ly, without stirring, until the rice is 
tender; drain off what water remains, 
•and each grain should be found separate 
and whole; set one side to cool. Soak 
one-quarter of a box of gelatine in water 
enough "to cover it, for one hour, then 
p.our.qver it a half pint of sugar. Stand 
the di?h containing the gelatine mixture 
in a pan of boiling water and stir until 
the gelatine and sugar are entirely dis- 
solved. Then turn the mixture into the 
cooked rice and thoroughly mix. Whip 
one pint of cream as lightly as possible 
with the cold rice and gelatine. Flavor, 
and pour into a mould that has been wet 
IDT cold water. Set on the ice until it be- 
comes thoroughly cold and set When 
ready to serve, turn out on a flat dish and 
pour preserved strawberries or cherries 
around it 


MEAT PIE. 


One cup cold chopped meat, one small 


onion finely chopped (or one teaspoon- 
ful onion juice), salt and pepper to taste, 
one-half cup gravy, or soup stock, put 
into a deep dish. Cover with mashed po- 
tatoes, and bake twenty minutes in a 
hot oven. 


ESCALLOPED ONIONS. 


Cut up onions in thin slices, _>lace in a 


dish with alternate layers of onions aojd 
cracker crumbs; between each layer put 
butter, pepper and salt, pour milk over 
them, and bake a light brown; a shal- 
low dish is preferable for baking them, 
as they cook more evenly,. 


QUEEN" OF PUDDINGS. 


One and one half cups of sugar, two 


nips fine, 'dry bread crumbs, five eggp, 
one tablespoonful of butter; flavor with 
vanilla, rose water or lemon, as re- 
ferred; one quart rich milk, and one half 
cup jelly or jam. Rub the butter into 
one cup of the sugar, beat the yolks of 
the eggs very lightly, and stir these to- 
gether to a cream, th« bread crumbs 
eoaked in the milk come next, then the 
seasoning-. Bake this In a well-buttered 
pudding dish (a large one that it may 
be but tw«-thirds full) until the curtard 
is set, then take it out, spread over with 
Jelly or jam; cover this with a meringue 
made of the whipped whites and half 
cup of sugar, put back In the oven, and 
Bake until a delicate golden color. Eat 
cold, with cream. In berry season it Is 
sice .to substitute berries in place of 


RICE JACKS. 


One cup of «olf boiled rice, put through 


a sieve, add a pint of miik and three 
e?ga; stir in flour sufficient for a batter; 
fry on a well heated gridde, like gr ddle 
cakes; butter each one while hot, and 
sprinkle over with sugar and grate on 
a little nutmeg. Serve hot. 


BARBECUED HAM. 


"Slice cold boiled ham and fry in its 
own fat. 
Remove the slices into an- 


other dish and keep hot while there is 
added to the fat a teaspoonful of white 
sugar, a little pepper and a teaspoonful 
of made mustard and three tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar. Let this boil up once 
and pour over the ham. Serve hot. 


SCALLOPED VEAL. 


Mince cold veal; boil an onion in milk, 


strain, butter a baking dish; alternate 
layers of bread crumbs and veal; season 
with butter, pepper and salt. Let the 
last layer be crumbs. Pour the milk over; 
add water or soup stock to make quite 
moist. Cover and bake for half an hour, 
remove cover and brown. 


CELERY SOUP. 


Five heads celery, one pint of good 


roup stock, three pints water, one-half 
pint cream, or rich milk. Cut the celery 
Into inch lengths, put on with thp water 
»nd cook, until tender. Take out the 
eelery and rub through a sieve. Add to 
tbe soup stock, and cook slowly one-hat 
hour. Heat the cream and stir into it 
on« tablespoonful flour rubbed into one 
tablespoonful of butter; cook five min- 
utes. Pour into the celery, let It get very 
feot, but not boll, and serve at once. 


SAUERKRAUT. 


To about two pounds of fresh pork, 


arid two quarts sauer-krant, and cover 
with cold water, cook until tender, which 
/equlres one and a half houm.when done, 
take out the pork and thicken the kraut 
with a crated raw potato. 


SEA MOSS BLANC MANGE. 


Put half a handful of sea moss and 


half a cup of white sugar into a pint of 
milk. Let the milk scald slowly for 
•fifteen minutes (using a double bol'er), 
and then boil it till it begins to thicken. 
Add a half teaspoonful of salt and one of 
vanilla when removed from tbe fire and 
strain the whole through a coarse strain- 
er, and serve cold.

In tbe year 1843 ray grandfather, a 


young man of 20, shipped as common 
sailor on tbe three masted sbip Polly 
Aon of New Bedford, bound'from New 
York to tbe Philippines with a cargo of 
Sour. Tbn voyage was uneventful, and 
136 days after passing Sandy Hook tbe 
Polly Ann dropped anchor in Pasig 
river, Manila.

Tbe buffalo fell dead 
in bis tracks, and grandfather crawled 
away witb a broken arm. 


from tbat time on tbe two men were 


Juan seemed glad tbat 
be bad bad an opportunity to show bia 
regard for bis employer and benefactor, 
and grandfather was too much of a man 
to be anything but generous to one who 
bad saved bis life. 


But it was abont the end of tbeir corn* 


radesbip. 
One day a native from np

Tbey retired to a distant part 
of tbe building and talked long and 
quietly together.

went a way and tbe clerk returned to bia 
desk. 


Tbat nigbt, wben it came time for 


closing, Agnado said: "Senor, I must 
leave yon. I am wanted at borne, aud

Grandfather was surprised beyond be- 


lief almost, bnt be did not try to die* 
snade bim.

and beneficial management of snob mi 
as Olive, Warren Hastings and Cor 
wallis, tbey exercised sovereignty on 
the greater portion of India.

Tbe root 
makes an excellent tea, spicy and fra- 
grant, and has alterative virtues quite as 
good as tbe eafgaparilla. 
Tbe stalks 


bave an inner pith that, although tedi- 
ous to extract mncb of it, when scraped 


. ont and pet into cold water and agitated 
! for a few moments witb a spoon forma 


a most thick and tenacious mucilage, 
retaining a delicate Savor of the smell 
of tbe sassafras and is a bland aud 
soothing drink in fevers, wben tbe 
month is dry and great thirst exists. It 
is frequently retained gratefully wben 
plain water is ejected. 


It is astonishing bow mucilaginous a 


small quantity of this pith makes a 
tumbler of water, wbiob becomes thick, 
as gum arable water. A mere teaspoon- 


! fnl of tbe pith taken ont of tbe small 
' green branches of tbe bnsb will make 


three or fonr turnblerfuls of thick mu- 
cilage. 


For inflamed eyes this mucilaginous 


water is very soothing and curative and 
has long been used for all forms of in- 
flammation of delicate tissues, bnt is BO 
simple that it is ignored by the profes 
slon. 


Tbe oil of sassafras, wbicb is made 


from tbe root as well as other parts of 
tbe plant, makes a splendid liniment 
for pains and aches in combination with 
turpentine in proportion of one-third of 
tbe former to two-tbirds of the latter. 
Other stimulating tinctnrw, anch as 
spirits cf ammonia, are sometimes add- 
ed, bnt the obief ingredient of tbe light- 
ning liniment* hawked abont by itiner- 
ant quacks are composed principally oi 
sassafras nil, which ia really onngent 
and effective.
